Blot and Bloodshed. 


Onr news columns give the partic- 


ulars of the collision which occurred 
yesterday at Dutch Hollow, in St. 
Clair county, between the striking 
coal miners and the state militia, un- 
der Col. Berkley. "While it is to bo 
regretted that bloodshed was the re- 
sult, every good citizen will feel that 
the killing of one striker and the 
wounding of others is but the legiti- 
mate outgrowth of that spirit of law- 
lessness which prompts strikers to 
interfere with those who are willing 
and anxious to work. 
This is a 


country of law, and while the law 
cannot compel any man to work fo> 
wages which he deems inadequate i(. 
is tbe solemn duty of those charged 
with its enforcement to see that no 
man who wants to work shall be in 
terfered with. 
Work and wages arc 


purely matters of private contract, 
with which no third persons havo any 
right to meddle, and those who vio 
late this principle need not be sur- 
prised to heve the strong hand of tho 
law laid upon them. When the 
means provided by the civil authori- 
ties prove inadequate to the protec- 
tion of the man who wants to work 
and is prevented from doing so by 
lawless strikers, bullets anil bayonets 
are the next legal resort. There is 
no other way, for the striker of to- 
day may be the one who will stand 
in need of protection to-morrow, and 
when he finds himself on the other 


NEBRASKA NOTES. 


Mr. John Strohni, of this city, has 


been visiting his son, George W 
Strohm, who is engaged in general 
merchandising at Endicott, Nebras- 
ka, and he sends ns the following 
letter, showing how well pleased he 
is with that country: 


J have spent nearly two weeks in 


this thriving little town making the 
acquaintance of the people and thor- 
oughly investigating the resources 
of the surrounding country. The for- 
mer I find much the same as our 
people socially, though much more 
cordial to strangers, with any amount 
of energy andgo-afaeadativeness, two 
distinctive qualifications of nearly 
all Nebraska citizens. This town is 
two years old, lies six miles north of 
the Kansas state line, in Jefferson 
county; has two railroads, the St. 
Joseph & Western, running from St. 
Joseph, Mo., to Grand Island, Neb., 
and there connecting with the main 
line of the U. P. and the Burlington 
& Missouri River R. R., in Nebraska, 
the latter owned by the Chicago, 
Burlington & Qnincy, which is an 
air-line from Chicago to Denver, and 
also has connection to Kansas City 
and St. Louis, Mo. This being the 
only competing point nine-tenths of 
the stock shipped from Jefferson 
county is loaded and shipped from 
here, both roads realize that there 
must be a large amount of business 
done here, and have each erected the 
finest depots on their respective 
lines. The Little Blue river, called 
the finest water power in the state, is 
on the south of the town: it is a very 
rapid stream and well calculated for 
mill purposes. Mr. J. K. Ellis, a 
gentleman from Fairmount, Neb., 
has Pjust completed his mill here, 
which is said to be the best in the 
state, and is certainly the best I ever 
saw. It is 40 by 50, five stories high, 
with a capacity of one hundred and 
fifty barrels a day, and though he is 
running it to nearly its full capacity, 
he cannot fill his orders. He has ex 
pended nearly $35,000 in the enter- 
prise, but double that sum would not 
purchase the mill-site now, his facil- 
ities for shipping making it the most 
valuable on the Blue. 


The bankers here, Messrs. Bills & 


Hodges, are two young men who 
came here from Champaign, 111., and 
located at Endicott nearly two years 
ago. They are considerably interest- 
ed in real estate in this county, and 
keep their team with one member of 
the firm constantly on the road. On 
one of their trips I accompanied 
them to the Russian Settlement, as 
it is called, five miles north of town. 
The settlement is a colony of Men- 
nonites from Southern Kuisia, who, 
being persecuted in the old country 
on account of their religious belief, 
came to America like our Puritan 
forefathers, to enjoy the blessings of

sen more wisely for a home, for with 
the natural good quality of the land 
selected, and their untiring industry 
in improvfl% it, it is the garden spot 
of Nebraska.

A great mauy of them use hay 


for fuel, having a brick oven built in 
the center of the house, much likfl an 
old-fashioned iiro-placo, but built 
specially for burning hay, and I was 
informed that two arnifnlls of hay 
would last an entire clay. Each one 
has a grove of Russian mulberry 
trees, from three to twenty thousand 
trees in oach grove. 
Silk raising 


was one of their principal industries 
in Russia, and the loaves of the mul- 
berry are what the worms live on. 
Where the tree will grow thoy can 
produce ailk, and they claim that this 
country is particularly adapted to it. 
Though the trees are still young, 
several of the men have gone «|uite 
extensively into the business. The 
gentleman we called on had over 40,- 
000 worms Isst 
year, which did 


nicely, and this year will increase 
his stock to several hundred thou 
sand, BS they return him a handsome 
profit. 


The Passenger Rate War. 


Yesterday we made mention of the 


passenger rate war between the Bock la- 
land & Pacific and C., B. & Q, roads, in 
progress at Peorin. Saturday night the 
rate to Kansas City was cut to 50 cents, 
and on Monday the battle became red 
hot. The Peoria Journal, ot the 28th, 
says: "The war in passenger rates be- 
tween the Rock Island and "Q" continues 
to grow more terrific each day—almost 
each moment. Yesterday the "Q" circu- 
lated bills oil the street announcing the 
fact that they would meet the Rock Is- 
land's cut to 50 cents to Rock Island and 
Chicago. They began selling tickets at 
these rates to the points mentioned this 
morning. The Rock Island went one 
step further up the ladder. They met 
the cut of the "Q" to Rock Island and 
went it one better, making the rate 25 
cents. The Back Island also placed Keo- 
kuk on the list and made a rate of 25 
cents to that point. The "y" has not yet 
met these last cuts of the Rook Island. 
The Wabash has not yet entered the war 
and the officials of that road are unable 
to state what their orders will ba At 
present their orders are to maintain rates.

The Fish Commission. 


Peoria Journal. 


Last week mention was made in 


the local columns of this paper of 
the action of the United States fish 
commission in placing 5,500,000 
yonng shad and 850,000 herring fry 
in the Illinois river at this point. 
Similar quantities were placed in the 
river near Havana, and the Sanga 
mon river received a share. The 
above figures seem large and show 
that the government is, to use a Hi- 
bernianism, casting a vast amount of 
bread in the shape of fish on the wa- 
ters, to make returns after many days. 
The fish commission has stations at 
various points on the Potomac, where 
the female fish are taken, and by ex- 
perts are relieved of their eggs, 
which, after being impregnated, are 
sent to the hatchery at Washington, 
at the rate of three-quarters of a 
million a day. 
Shad and herring are 


the principal subjects of this work, 
and it is expected that one hundred 
and fifty millions of the eggs will be 
sent to the hatchery this season. 
They come in traps covered with 
damp cloth, and are little globules 
about an eighth of an inch in diam- 
eter. From twenty-five to one (hun- 
dred thousand eggs are obtainable 
from a single fish. When the eggs 
arrive they are placed in glass jars, 
about fifteen thousand in a jar, and 
a stream of water kept running 
through the jar constantly. If the 
water is about 75 deg. Fahrenheit 
they will batch in three days. They 
are then very small fellows, looking 
like animated cambric needles with 
two black specks at the end. By the 
process of artificial hatching not over 
five eggs in every hundred are lost, 
while by the natural process not one
